Their main breeding places 
are manure piles and other ac- 
cumulations of decaying organic 
matter around ‘barns, etc. Clean 
up all such places and you will 
te surprised how these pests, can 


be kept under control when filth | 


in which they breed, is not ajl- 
owed to accumulate. 

Manure, at this season of the 
year especially, should te spread 
on land wherever possible and 
not allowed to pile up near the 
buildings to the,general detri- 
ment of all concerned. The best 
Way .is to take away their na- 
tural breeding ground, whieh, 
boiled down, -méans, cleanliness 
among farm buildings.
